In that Office Action, Applicant was graciously provided with a guideline 
illustrating the preferred layout for the specification of a utility application. Only upon review of 
the Examiner's detailed rejections contained in this Final Office Action did Applicant understand 
and appreciate the Examiner's rejections and point of view regarding the prior art, and was able 
to more clearly define the claims so as to distinguish Applicant's invention over the prior art. 

Accordingly, Applicant believes that only a cursory review of the remarks and 
amendments contained herein are necessary by the Examiner to conclude that the application is 
now in condition for allowance. 
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
